time to time) all Biſhops of this P2ovince, 
all Deans, Archdeacons, Parſons, Clicars, 

and all other Eccleſiaſtical perſons, ſhall

nient and uſual times of thoſe days, and in fuch place of every 
Church as the Biſhop of the Diocels, oꝛ Eccleſiaſtical Oꝛdina⸗ 
ry ofthe place ſhall think meet fo2the largeneſs oꝛ ſtraitneſs of 
the lame, ſo as the people may be moſt ediſied.

The Letany to be read on Wedneſdays and Fridays. 


Ive Letany Gall be ſaid o2 ſung when, and as it is ſet down 
in the Bookol Common ÞPzayer bp the Kaltes S, Uicars, 
Miniſters oꝛ Curates, in all Cathedzal, Collegiate, Pari 
Churches and Chappels, in ſome convenient place, accoꝛding 
to the difcretion of the Bishop of the Diocels, oꝛ Eccleſiaſtical 
Oꝛdinarp of the place. And that we may ſpeak moꝛe particu⸗ 
larly, upon TUedneſdays and Fridays weekly, though they be 
not Holy days, the Miniſter at the accuſtomed hours of Ser- 
vice, ſhall reſozt to the Church and Chappel, and warning 
being given to the people by tolling of a Bell, Hall ſay the Le⸗ 
tany pꝛeſcribed in the Book of Common JP2aper : whereunto 
we wiſh every Þouſholder dwelling within half a mile of the 
Church, to come or ſend one at the leaſt of his Þouthold fit to 
joyn with the Miniſter in Pꝛapers.

AY Maſters and Fellows of Colledges oz Halls, and all 
the Scholars and Students in either of the Univerſities, 
ſhall in their Churches and Chappels upon all Sundays, Daly 
days, and their Eves, at the time of Divine Service, wear 
Suͤrplices accoꝛding tothe O2der ofthe 1 and 
ſuch as are G2aduates, ſhall agreeably wear with their Sur⸗ 
plices ſuch Pods as do ſeverally appertainunto their degrees,

A Reverence and Attention to be uſed within the Church in time of

— the time of Dtvine Service, and ot every part thereof, all 
due Reverence is to be uſed; fo2 it is accoꝛding to the Apoſtles 
rule, Let all things be done decently, and according to order: An- 
ſwerable to which Decency and Oꝛder, we judge theſe gur di- 
rections following; No man ſhall cover his Head inthe Church 
0 Chappel in the time of Otvine Service, except he have ſome 
infirmity; in which caſe, let him wear a Might⸗cap oꝛ Colfe. 
All manner ofperſons then pꝛelent, ſhall reverently kneel upon 
their knees when the general Confeſſion, Letany and other 
J]2avers are read; and ſhall ſtand up at the ſaying ofthe Belief, 
acco2ding to the Rules in that behalf pzeſcribed in the Bok ot 
Common Pꝛayer: And likewiſe when in time of Divine Ser- 
vice the Loꝛd Jeſus ſhall be mentioned, due and lowlyreverence 
ſhall be done by all perſons pꝛelent as it hath been accuſtomed; 
teſtikying bythele Outward Ceremonies and Geſtures, their 
inward Þumility, Chꝛiſtian Reſolution, and due acknowledg⸗ 
ment that the L. od Jeſus Chiſt, the true eternal Son of God, 
is the onely Saviour of the TUo2ld, in whom alone all the Ber- 
cies, Gꝛaces and Pꝛomiſes of God to Mankind, foꝛ this Life & 
the Lite to come, are fully and wholly compꝛiſed. None, either 
man, woman 02 child, of what calling ſoever, ſhall be other wile 
at ſuch times buſied in the Church, then in quiet attendance to 
hear, mark and underſtand that which is Read, Pꝛeached 
02 Yiniſtred; ſaying in their due places audibly with the Mini- 
ſter, the Conteſſton, the Lo2ds ]Napver and the Creed; and ma⸗

WE are ſoꝛry that his Maſeſties moſt Pꝛincely care and 
: pains taken in the Tonference at Hampton Court, a- 
— many other points, touching this one ofthe Crols in 

Baptiſm, hath taken no better effec with many, but that ſtill 

the ule of it in Baptiſm is ſo greatly ſtuck at and impugned. 
* Fotthe further declaration therefoze of the true uſe of this Ce⸗ 
remony, and fo2 the removing of all ſuch ſcruple as might any 
ways trouble the Conſctences of them who are indeed rightly 
Religious, following the royal ſteps of our moſt wozthy Ktng, 
becauſe he therein followeth the rules ofthe Scriptures, and 
the pzacice of the Pꝛimittive Thurch; we do commend to all the 
true members of the Church of England, thele our Directions 
and Obſervations enſuing. | 

Firſt, it is to be obferved, That although the Jews and 
Ethnicks derided both the Apoſtles, and the reſt of the Chaiſti- 
ans . pꝛeaching and 388 in him 7 was cruc iſied upon

the Erofs; pet all, both Apoſtles and Chaiſtians, were ſo far 
from being diſcouraged from their pzofefſton by the ignominy 
of the Croſs, as they rather rejoyced and triumphed in it.

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ght that is known to the confrary) of the Sign pf the Croſs; ? 
ch theChaiſttans ſhoztly after uſed in all their anions, thereby 
making an outward ſhew and pꝛokeſſion eben to the aſtoniſhment 
ofthe Jews, That they were not aſhamed to acknowledge him koꝛ 
their Lozd and Saviour, who died fo2 them upon the Crols. 
And this Sign they did not onely uſe themſelves with a kind ol 
giozy, when they met with any Jews, but Signed therewith their 
Childzen when they were Chaftened, to dedicate them by that 
badge to hts ſervice, whoſe benefits beſtowed upon them in 
Baptiſm, the name of the Croſs did repꝛeſent. And this uſe 
of the Sign of the Croſs in Baptiſm was held in the P2timt- 
tive Church, as well by the Greeks as the Latins, with one con- 
ſent and great applauſe. At what time, if any had oppoſed 
themſelves aga inſt it, they would certainly have been cenſured 
as Enemies of the name of the Croſs, and conſequently ot 
CThailts merits, the Sign whereof they couldno better endure. 
This continual and general uſe of the Sign of the Croſs, is 
evident by oo —— of the anctent Fathers. | 

Thirdly;Jt muſt be confeſſed, that in pzoceſs ofttme the Sign 
ofthe Croſs was greatly abuſed in the Church ol Rome, eſpe- 
ctally after that cozruption ofJPoperyHhadonce poſſeſſed it. But 
the abuſe of a thing doth not take away the lawful uſe of it. 
Map, ſo far was it from the purpoſe ofthe Church of England to 
foxſake and rejed the Churches of Italy, France, Spain, Germany, 
02 any fuch like Churches, in all things whichthey heid and 
p2actiſed, that, as the Apology-ofthe Church of England cantel- 
ſeth, it doth withreverence retain thoſe Ceremonies which do 
neither endamage the Church of God, no2 offend the minds of 


... ſober men: and onely departed from them in thoſe particular 


points, wherein they were fallen bothfromthemſelves/in their 
ancient integrity, and from; the — — Churches which 
were their firſt Founders, In wich reſpect amongſt ſome other 
very ancient Ceremonies, the Sign of the Crols in Baptiſm 
hath been retained in this Church, both by the 57 ent and 
pꝛactice of thoſe reverend Fathers and great Divines in the 
days of Ring Edward the Sixth, of whom ſome conſtantly ſuf- 
kered foꝛ the p2ofeſſion of the truth: and others being exiled in 
the time ol Queen Mary, did after their return in the beginning 
ofthe Reign ok our late dzead Sovereign, continanily defend 
and uſe the (ame.

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munition Baok in Ring Edward the Sirth his days, and by the 
Harmony of confeſſtons of later years: becauſe indeed the nile 
of this Sign in Baptiſm was ever accompanied here with luch 
ſuffictent cautions and exceptions agatnft all Popiſh Superſtt. 
— my Errour, as in the like caſes are either fit 02 conve- 
Firſt, the Church of England ſince the abolfing of Popery 
hath ever held and taught, and ſo doth hold and teach ſtil, that 
the Sign ofthe Croſs uſed in Baptiſm, is no part of the ſub⸗ 
ſtance of that Sacrament : Fo2 when the Miniſter dipping the 
Jnfant in TUater, o2laying Mater upon the face ot it, (as the 
manner alſo fs) hath pzonounced theſe wozds, I baptize thee in 
the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt, the 
Inkant is fully and perfectly Baptized. So as the Sign ofthe 
Croſs being afterwards uſed, doth neither add anything tothe
